eCl! ic AGO, Sept- 11.—The congress which 
closes to-tlay has been a most suc- 
cessful one, many of the most promi- 
nent men in the Homan Catholic church 
having1 addressed it on <iuestions of the 
hour.

gathering has been formally recog- 
nized by 1'opu Leo X11I. and l.as been 
addressed by such eminent prelates as 
Mffr. Satolli, Cardinal Oibbons, Arch- 
bishop Feehan, Archbishop Coirigan, 
Archbishop Ryan, Archbishop Ireland 
and many others. 


Wednesday night Archbishop Ireland, 


of St Paul, addressed an immense au- 
dience. He declared that Iiistor3' would 
bear him out in the assertion that the 
followers of no ereed were more pa- 
triotic than those of the church of Rome, 
lu the 
words of Mgr. Satolli, ' the 


papal representative in America, ut- 
tered from the same platform the day 
before. Archbishop Ireland declared 
that their motto was: "Press forward, 
bearing the doctrine of the church in 
one hand and the constitution of the 
United States in the other.

And all along the line between the most 
pretentious and mb*t simple feminine 
extremes woman's work and suggestion 
and influences are ererywhere.

Reclaiming Old Rubber. 


Crude rubber is worth from 40 to 75 


cents per pound, and yet a pound of hose 
or packing costs ver}' much less. This 
would be hardly practical if it wero not 
for the advances that have been inndo in 
tho art of reclaiming or recovering rub- 
ber, which can be done at the total cost 
of about 3 cents per pound. There are 
Ecvcrul large factories in the country de- 
voted solely to this purpose, :md ii gri'at 
many manufacturers do recovering on n 
small scale at tho scat of tho production 
of new goods. 


These old goods are placed in large 


tanks at tlio place of reclaiming. A so- 
lution of muriatic or sulphuric achl and 
water is poured upon tho waste, and tho 
whole set to boiling !>}' n. r>y stem of steam 
pipes passing through the tank. 
After 


10 or 12 hours' boiling tho cotton fiber, 
which is found in all rublxjr manufac- 
tures and which is the serious drawback 
in the reclaiming process, disintegrates 
and falls into a-powder, and there is no 
difficulty then in the use of tho waste.— 
New York Telegram.
